It haB Just bproiiip known here that 
MaiOB county will sliaic better than 
moit oountles in tlie UoxinKlon ilia- 
trlot in the distribution ot Captured 
OanMui iMlmeU during the Fifth or 
VIotcMy Loan Campaign. 

A lavga numtwr ot tlieie captured 
tin hats will be brought to the Unit- 
ed States by the government to be 
used as prizes durlnK tho next loan 
campaign. The entire Cleveland dis- 
trict, in which Mason county Is lopoi- 
«d, wlU be furnished with 6,000 hel- 
mata. The allotment haa been work- 
ed out approximately on a baals ot the 
number of iubscribers in the Fourth 
Liberty Loan. Washington has not 
given a definite shipping date but they 
will be distributed in plenty of liiiie 
to be in the hands o( the various coun- 
ty offlidala before the end of the Vic- 
tory Loan. 

The Lexington area, in which Mays- 
vlUe Is located, has been apportioned 
369 helmets and Mason county is list- 
ed as tlie fifth largest county in the 
State. This means that we will re- 
oeive the fltth largest number of hel- 
mata ot any county in the district. 
Campbell county will receive 34 hats, 
Kenton 36, Fayette 19, Boyd 13 and 
Mason 7. The other counties in the 
district will receive liolmetsi each. 

Pull particulars as to liow these hel- 
mets can be obtained by tlie workers 
of the county will be explained by the 
campaign ofllciala at a later date. The 
helmeta will be dlaplayad in the show 
windows of local stores as soon as 
they have been received here.

Fleming County Judge Puts Hum. 
pbrles in Jail l or Falling to Pro. 
vide fer Hia CUMren. 

The Flemlngaburg Tlmea-Democrat 
saya: 

"Last week we had an Item about 

the children of John Samuel Hum- 
phries, asking Bonie one to adopt them. 
After that time Mr. Humphries took 
the children to Maysvllle and seemed 
to be dragging them around without 
making an effort to get work to sup- 
port them, and Judge Fulton issued a 
warrant for him for failure to sup- 
port his children, sent him to jail to 
be put to work, and sent the two boys 
to the cpunty farm to be cared for 
until homes can be found tor them. 
Anyone interested can get full par- 
tloulars by calling on Judge Fulton, 
An amusing incident occurred Sunday 
morning In connection with this case. 
As a couple of gentlemen were pass- 
ing the jail on their way to Sunday 
School, Mr. Humphries was at one of 
the upper windows of the jail, and re- 
marked in a loud tone ot voice: "Ain't 
It terrible to' put a man in here for 
doin' nothin'?" Whereupon one of the 
gentlemen, without knowing why lie 
had been put In jail, answered: "Hut 
you oughtn't do nothing." Wlien lie 
found out the charge against Mr. 
Humphries he felt that his answer had 
hit the mark." 

This man with his children came t( 
Maysvllle a few days ago and asked 
for assistance from bolii city and 
county ofllcials but was refused an I 
returned to Flemingsburg.

One of the most important cases in 
tho Mason Circuit Court In recent 
years was the suit for a construction 
of tho will of the late John H. Wil- 
son, This estate Is estimated to be 
worth more than $100,000 aad la com- 
posed ot some of the best residence 
and business property in the city ot 
Maysvllle as well as some ot the best 
farms in Mason county, 

I'nder the will the estate was di- 
vided between the deceaaed'a two 
daughters and the will stated that at 
the death ot either or both the share 
of either or both was to go to Mr. 
Wilson's heirs, Mrs. Elizabeth Pow- 
er, of thia city is now the only child 
living, her sister having died some 
time ago. The chief matter of Utlga« 
tlon In the case was as to who were 
the heir.s of Mr. Wilson and to whom 
should the share ot the deceased sis- 
ter go, 

Judge Vewell's decision Is thatMrs. 
Power i the only surviving heir and 
the decorsed sister's portion of the es- 
tate reverts to her in fee simple while 
her own half remains hers only for 
life. The oase will be taken to the 
Court ot Appeala.

Dr. McElroy, who is serving as ac- 
tive secretary of the committee, ex- 
plains t^ie objects of the Constitution- 
al Celebration and the preliminary 
campaign, as follows, — 

"The termination of hostilities In 
Europe abruptly changed the aspect 
of the patriotic work of the great so- 
cieties whose mission is the creation 
of an Intelligent enthuslaHni for things 
American. During the last four years, 
we have all been intent upon the pro- 
blem of unifying public opinion re- 
garding the great Issues involved in 
the winning of the war against mili- 
tary nutonraoy. By the myriad pa- 
triotic cntniialgns conducted through- 
out tills nation liy these associations, a 
miracle of trnnsformallon was 
wrought in the public opinion of our 
polyglot nation. Our people today un- 
derstand the meaning of what we have 
destroyed, and their opiniim regarding 
it is clear, enliv.litencd and uniform. 
Milil.iry autocracy has no hidden 
I'l'iininn today. The mask has been 
torn off, and it stands revealed to our 
people in all its hideonsness. 

"We are now asking ourselves the 
(luestion. 'Are our people ecinally well 
informed as to what we have saved?' 
If our nation is to play the part of 
leaciershlp in a free world which the 
derelopraents of the last two years 
have opened to her, she must under- 
stand her own Institutions better than 
senlatlvo Covernment is now to fate 
she understands them today. Heiire- 
i!i(' crucial test of the world-wide ex- 
perimentation. It is atherefore imper- 
ative that the people of this country, 
to which so many nations are tookInK 
for light and leadership, should be put 
into Intensive training for that lead- 
ership. Tlie reaclionary movenicnts 
labeled 'progressive,' now challenging 
the attention of th^ world, are menac- 
ing in exact proportion to the Igno- 
rance of our people. If we can bring 
home to them by Intensive. Instruc- 
tive campaigns the vital princiides of 
our government as embodied in the 
documents which real Americans just- 
h reverence, we shall furnish a speci- 
fic antidote to Bolshevism and kindred 
reactionary political heresies. "Edu- 
cation*, declared Madame Breshhov- 
skaya, the Grandmother of the Rns- 
sia.
